Ufi STOLL CONTINUES ON TOP *SPITE 
OF CROAKERS. 

Americans and Germans Have Failed 
to Injure Great Britain's 
Trade. 

Two or three years ago we had among 
uj a number of prophets who painted 
the gloomiest pictures of England’s im¬ 
mediate future. Germany was to take 
a greul slice of our foreign and colonial 
trade, America the remainder. Even 
here at home our manufacturers would 
be driven to the wall by the pushing 
foreign competitor, and as for the Brit¬ 
ish farmer, what with eggs from Rus< 
siu, beef from Argentina, mutton from 
Australia, butter from Scandinavia, and 
so on, he must Inevitably disappear 
from tl»e land, says London Answers. 

Very many thoughtful people grew 
despondent, and the infpression pre¬ 
vailed widely that we had really passed 
our zenith us a great nation and were 
on the decline. 

But this was not all. Russia would 
be sure to seize India, a combination of 
foreign Powers might overwhelm us, 
our Army was worth little as a fighting 
machine, and even our Navy was view¬ 
ed with doubt. 

This was the stage of things a few 
years ago. What a marvellous change 
has come over our outlook upon the 
future! There is scarcely a man in the 
country who now doubts that Britain is 
still in her prime in industry, commerce 
and warlike power. 

AMERICANS OUTWITTED. 

We were never before held in such 
respect by foreign peoples. And it is 
no empty boast to say that England, 
at the present moment, is the first na¬ 
tion of the world and exercises the 
greatest influence in worldpolitics. 

This great change has been effected 
very quietly, and in a way which ought 
to till every Englishman with confidence 
in tin* destiny of his country. 

It is six or eight years since the capit- 
nlists of the United States determined 
on a commercial invasion of Great 
Britain. We all remember what they 
thought of us—that we were quite a 
stupid people, without energy, fifty 
years behind the times. They were go¬ 
ing to exploit England as they would 
China or the Philippines. What an un¬ 
pleasant surprise those American capi¬ 
talists must have received. 

First they flooded us with bicycles, and 
our “dull” bicycle manufacturers bucked 
up* and made better bicycles. The Am¬ 
ericans went home with an altered opin¬ 
ion of John Bull. Then it was boots. 
The country was going to be stocked 
with American machine-made boots at a 
price that would drivr our manufactur¬ 
ers into bankruptcy. We don't hear 
anything of the boots now. Next our 
entire tobacco trade was to be captured 
by an American trust. It was a vast 
enterprise to embark upon, and we 
must have appeared very simple folk 
to those who undertook it. This was 
even a greater failure than the boots, 
and the American tobacconists must 
have burned their fingers badly. 

BRITAIN HOLDS HER OWN. 

There were many smaller American 
designs on our domestic conuperce, while 
India and the Colonies were to be sup¬ 
plied with purely 'American railway- 
engines, rails, bridges, and all kinds of 
machinery. That bubble hus also been 
burst. 

In every competition with our manu¬ 
facturers and business men the Ameri¬ 
cans were worsted. The struggle *.vus 
ulwuvs a short on**. We proved our 
overwhelming superiority. 

This is u fact worth dwelling upon. 
We have before us, even in our genera¬ 
tion, u desperate fight with foreign nu 
Uons in commerce und industry. And 
it is well to understand our reul 


Germans. 1 When we come to pul forth 
our whole reserve of energy, and make 
full use of education and science, both 
Germany and the United States will find 
themselves very far In the rear. 

Am In commerce, so In diplomacy. In¬ 
dia is no longer in danger. Instead of 
being isolated, we find foreign nations 
competing for our friendship. The 
rumor that, in a certain eventuollty, we 
could land one hundred thousand men 
on the continent has inspired great re¬ 
spect for our Army. And It is univer- 
•ally acknowledged that the new dis¬ 
position of our Navy has made us mis¬ 
tress of the seas against all the world. 
In a few short months the nation w,u 
raised to this high pinnacle, proving 
that in warlike efficiency, as well as In 
commerce and industry, Englishmen 
have only to draw upon their reserve 
of energy in order to take the lead cl 
al. nations.

This is so fine a cleansing material that 
all over the Iberian peninsula it remains 
in family use. for it is superior lo any 
soap in laundering dainty fabrics of 
mantilla and reboso. An allied plant 
grows abundantly along the Nile, where 
it Is still more commonly employed 
than soap. It is with this gentle deter¬ 
gent that the linen of the Pharaohs in 
their starched majesty was done up long 
before culture haa begun to develop ln ( 
a dark world of barbarism.

ITfVn EDWARD'S SYMPATHY. 

King Edward has sent the following 
telegram to the widow of Gen. Min, 
who was assassinated by a young wo¬ 
man in fta> purk of Petcrhof I'aluce: “1 
urn dismayed at the terrible occurrence. 


I pray you, madam, to accept my sin¬ 
cere condolences.” 

Over 1,800,000 dessiatina, forming the 
crown lands, which consist of 8,000,000 
dessiatina, are to be sold under imperial 
ukase of Aug. 25 to peasants through 
the Peasants’ Agrarian Bank. 

It is stated that Gen Orlott, the corn- 
rounder of the repressive expedition to 
the Baltic provinces, is to succeed Gen. 
Skalon as Governor-General of Warsaw. 

Bomb outrages and discoveries of 
bombs continue to be reported through¬ 
out the country. 

Despatches from the Baltic provinces 
of Georgia show that the terrorists have 
set up their own government in oppo¬ 
sition to the legal authorities. 

The leaders of a local Socialist revo¬ 
lutionary group have been arrested at 
Warsaw. The society of which they 
are members has considerable funds 
and supported its own carpentry, bak¬ 
ery and locksmith workshops. 

Gov. Skallon, of Warsaw, who re¬ 
cently was injured by a bomb thrown 
by u woman, is about to be replaced 
by Gen. Oreleff, who suppressed the re¬ 
volt in the Baltic provinces. 

The Governments of Germany, Aus¬ 
tria, France, Great Britain, the United 
States, Italy, Belgium, and Japan have 
conveyed to Premier Stolypin their con¬ 
gratulations upon his escupe from the 
assassin's bomb and an expression ot 
their indignation at the outrage. 

Gen. Trepoff is suffering from an 
illness that precludes him from taking 
any purl in political uffuirs for the pre¬ 
sent. - 

The Town of Mordovo has been d»- 
stroyed by fire and 200 of the Inhabi¬ 
tants are homeless. 

MUTINEERS WERE SHOT. 

A despatch to a London news agency 
from Helsingfors. Finland, announced 
thut nineteen soldiers found guilty of 
participation in the recent mutiny at 
Sveaborg fortress, were shot there on 
Friday; that three civilians convicted of 
incitement to mutiny were hanged, und 
thut others were sentenced to prison 
for terms varying from five to fifteen 
years. 

BOMB THROWN AT WEDDING. 

A despatch from Usetka says: A 
bomb was thrown ut u wedding proces¬ 
sion here on Friday, killing or wound¬ 
ing sixteen persons, the perpetrator of 
the outrage being among those killed. 

ACTS OF TERRORISM PREDICTED. 

A desputeh from .St. Petersburg says: 
The woman who assassinated General

The Amount Western Farmers Expect 
to Rkmive. 

A despatch from Winnipeg says: It 
is estimated that the farmers of the 
C a n adian North-West will receive 
•90,000,000 this year from their crops 
alone, wheat, oats, and barley. It is 
figured this way: Wheat, 91.813,900 
bushels, at 68 centa, $62,433,452; oats, 
80,^54,680 bushels, at 28 cento, $22,- 
639,310; barley, 17,735,790 bushels, at 30 
cento, $5320370. Total, §90398,132. 
When to this amount to added the re¬ 
turn from live stock, dairy produce, 
vegetables, etc., it is sale to say that 
the total will pass $100300300. This is 
an enormous sum of money to do busi¬ 
ness with among a comparatively small 
population. 

The crop estimates used were those 
compiled by Jolin Aird. of the Canadian 
Bank of Commerce. He figures the three 
provinces will produce 91,813,900 bush¬ 
els of wheat this season. 

Figures issued by Chief Grain Inspec¬ 
tor David Horn on Friday ah° w tha ^ 
during the crop year ending Aug. 31, 
1906, a total of 65,850,000 bushels of 
wheat was Inspected, compared with 
39.000,000 the previous year, which Is 
the liighest total in the history of Wes¬ 
tern Canada, the previous record being 
in the crop year ending Aug. 31, 1902, 
when 53.700,000 bushels were inspected. 
Of last year's inspections, 80 per cent, 
was of contract grade. Other, grains in¬ 
spected were: Oats, 6,921,000, and bar¬ 
ley, 1,400,000 bushels. 


SHORTAGE OF TEACHERS. 

Government Adopts Amendment to 
Remedy the Situation. 

A Toronto despatch says: In view ot 
the scarcity of public school teachers, 
and the probability that It will become 
still greater during the first session of 
the new Normal School system, which 
will go into operation in September, 
1907, the Education Department has 
authorized the following modifications 
of the existing regulations in regard to 
Model schools and the Public school 
teachers’ certificates 

A county Board of Examiners may 
admit to the Model school (1) candidates 
holding Junior teachers’ certificates who 
will be 18 years of age on or before the 
re-opening of the rural Public schools 
for the second half of 1907. and (2) can¬ 
didates who will be 18 years of age on 
or before Sept. 1, 1906, and who have 
failed at the junior teachers’ examina¬ 
tion, but whose marks warrant the 
county board in presuming that, after 
further study, they will be able to pass 
the junior teachers’ examination of 
1907. 

The professional certificates shall not 
be issued Jn either of the above cases 
until the candidates comply with the 
present legal requirements as to age and 
non-professionul standing.

WINTER WHEAT TESTING 


RESULTS OF EXPERIMENTS WITH 
AUTUMN SOWN CROPS. 


at the Ontario Agricultural 
College and Throughout 


Owing to tl» deficient snowfall and 
tha alternate freezing and thawing of tba 
ground during the past winter, moat of 
the autumn sown crops in the province 
suffered considerably. As a cons** 
quence, some of the fall wheat wai 
ploughed under In the spring, and x 
“ a »y of the fields which were left 
yielded rather uneven crops. Quite a 
number of the co-operative experimen¬ 
ted reported a total failure with winter 
vetches and winter wheat, and in sev¬ 
eral cases even the rye was somewhat 
injured. At the college, both wheat and 
rye came through the winter well, but 
the subsequent growth of the wheat 
was not as good as might have been 
expected, and on the whole, the yields 
were somewhat lower than those cf 
last year. 

1.—EXPERIMENTS AT THE COLLEGE 

About two hundred and fifty varieties 
of winter wheat have been tested at the 
college within the last seventeen years. 
In all cases the varieties are given a 
thorough test for five years, at the end 
of which time the inferior kinds are dis¬ 
carded and only the more promising 
ones retained for further experiments. 
During the past season sixty-one var¬ 
ieties were grown; twenty-nine of these 
have been under test for the past five 
years, and fifteen of the twenty-nine for 
the past ten years. 

The following table gives the average 
weight per measured bushel and the 
average yield of straw and grain of 
each variety for ten years.

Among the sixty-one varieties grown 
this season, the Abundance stood first in 
yield with 50.4 bushels per acre, and the 
prize Tuker second with 50.2 bushels. 
These are both white wheats, very 
closely resembling the Dawson's Golden 
Chaff in all respects. The Abundance 
also gave the highest yield among all 
the varieties grown In 1905 and is a 
promising variety, although not of the 
very best milling quality. It is interest¬ 
ing to note that this year two of the 
comparatively hard red wheats—Russian 
Amber and Imperial Amber—have come 
up to second and third places In yield of 
grain with 49.8 and 49.4 bushels per 
acre respectively. Ail four varieties 
mentioned above were over the stand¬ 
ard in weight the Imperial Amber being 
the heaviest and weighing almost 03 
lbs. per bushel. The five varieties giv¬ 
ing the heaviest weight per measured 
bushel in 1906 were Northwester. Gen¬ 
eva, McPherson, Economy, and Au¬ 
burn; these, however, were all rather 
low in yield with the exception of

once pulled the safety cord. The-bal¬ 
loon, which by thut time .*ad reached 
an altitude of 500 feet, quickly descend¬ 
ed, and reuched the ground u quarter 
of a mile from the point r ( ascvnsrn. 
Mrs. Roper struck the ground heavily, 
and when picked up was found to be un¬ 
conscious, and to have sustained frac¬ 
tures of the shoulder, ankle and sev¬ 
eral fingers.

At the present time efforts are being 
made lo obtain improved strains of some 
of the best varieties by systematic plant 
selection, and while the ordinary seed of 
Dawson’s Golden Chaff gave a com¬ 
paratively lower yield thun usual this 
year three new strains of this variety, 
obtained by ttie above inenUom'd 
method, each gave a much higher yi.-ld 
than an/ of ihe varieties in the regular 
test. 

Much work is also being done along 
the line of cross breeding and it is rx- 
uected that some prolltuble results will 
accrue from this work in the near lu ure.

Ttie results of twelve separate tests 
made at the College show an average in¬ 
crease in yield of grain per acre of 0 8 
bushels from large as compared with 
small seed, of 7^8 bushels from plump 
us compared with shrunken seed, and 
“ f r , c bushels from sound as compared 
with broken seed. Seed which was al¬ 
lowed to become very ripe be ore t wjs 
cut produced a greater yield of both 
grain and straw and a heavier weight 
of grain per measured bushel thun that 
produced from wheat which was cut at 
any one of four earlier stages of 
maturity In T897 and ugain in 1892, a 
large amount of the winter wheat in 
Onturio became sprouted before .it was 
harvested, owing to the wet weather. 
Carefully conducted tests showed that 
on average of only 70 per cent of he 
silghtW sprouted and 18 per cmt. of the 
badly * sprouted seed would grow and 
produce plants. Surely he is the wise 
farmer who will sow none but large, 
plump, sound, ripe seed of good vituhty. 

In each of seven years, experlnienls 
have been conducted in treating \Mnler 
Wheat in different ways to prevent he 
development of stinking smut, and the 
results have been very satisfactory, in 
Iho average of the past three years, un¬ 
treated seed produced 4.4 per cent, of 
smutted heads, while seed which was 
immersed for twenly minutes in a solu¬ 
tion mode by adding one pint of or- 
malin to forty-two gallons of water pro 
duced a crop which was practically free 
from .smut. Not only did the• torinalin 
treatment effectually prevent the devel¬ 
opment of the smut in the crop, but a 
considerably larger yield of groin was 
obtained when the treatment was ap¬ 
plied. The average yield of grain for 
the three years from unseated seed was 
38.7 busheN. while tha«ip grown from 
seed to which the Irmnlln treatment 
had been applied yjhled 45.6 bushel* 
per acre in favor of the treated -seed. 
Several other methods of treating *eea 
for the prevention of smut were tested 
but the formalin method herein de¬ 
scribed was the cheapest and nm-4 
practical of oil, us well as being eflec* 
tual. 

Many tests conducted at Guelph ini * 
rale the importance of sowing a 
ninety pounds of winter wheat per a 
on an average soil. This amount ting 
be Increased for poor land and • «- 
creased fur rich .soil. If the land is »« « 
good stale of cultivation it matters bui 
little whether the seed is sown H’onu* 
cust or willi a tube drill, but if the land 
is drv or lumpy, that which is sown wju» 
the drill is likely to give the bes re- 
suits. The highest yields per acre lune 
been obtained from sowing between tne 
























mi of August and the 9th of Septem¬ 
ber. «• 

Common Winter Rye and Mammoth 
Winter Rye have been grown for seven 
years in succession; the Common giving 
an average yield of 57.9 bushels and the 
Mammoth 59.3 bushels of- grain per 
acre. Among five varieties grown for 
the past three years, the Mammoth 
White stood first with an average yield 
of 66.6 and the Washington second 
with 6J.7 bushels per acre. Winter Bar¬ 
ley has been grown at the College lor 
several years and when it is not winter 
killed gives very good yields. This sea¬ 
son it made a poor showing in the 
spring but recovered from the effects of 
the unfavorable winter and yielded 58.5 
bushels per acre. Hairy or Winter 
Vetches produced an average yield of 
10.3 tons of green cfop per acre in the 
experiments for four years and 6.7 
bushels of seed per acre in the tests for 
six years. Home grown seed has given 
considerably better results than import¬ 
ed seed. 

3.-RESULTS OF EXPERIMENTS 
THROUGHOUT ONTARIO. 

No less than two hundred and forty- 
one .farmers in Ontario conducted co¬ 
operative experiments with Autumn- 
sown crops during the past year. Good 
reports of carefully conducted tests have 
been received from many of these, and 
all deserve credit for the useful work 
they have done for themselves and their 
fellow farmers. Following are some of 
the summary results of these tests. 

In the Autumn of 1905, five varieties 
of Winter Wheat were distributed to 
those who made application. The fol¬ 
lowing table gives the average yield of 
straw and grain ;

Dawson's Golden Chaff and Imperial 
Amber gave smaller yields of grain than 
the other three varieties, they have first 
and second places in popularity with 
the experimenters; the Dawson’s being 
the most popular, probably because of 
its clean strong straw. The Banatka 
which stood first In yield of grain was 
third in popularity. This is a hard red 
wheat of good milling quality but pro¬ 
duces rather weak straw, and therefore 
lodges considerably, especially in bad 
weuther. 

Of the three varieties of Winter Rye 
distributed last Autumn, the Mammoth 
stood lirst in average yield of grain 
with 41.4 bushels per acre, the Thou- 
sund-fold second with 32.9 bushels, and 
the Common third with 31.8 bushels. 
These three varieties are very much 
alike in most respects, though differing 
somewhat in yield.

Y’elches and Winter Rye were grown

FIVE BOYS BLOWN UP. 

Four of Th.ro kiuTd and <ht 
Her^Misly Injured. 

A despatch from Halifax, N. 8., says: 
Four boys were killed and blown sky¬ 
ward by a terrific explosion in an aban¬ 
doned cool working in Stellarton on 
Monday afternoon. The dead are two 
ions of Neil Gunn, a son of Joseph Frew 
and a son of Nell Patterson, all between 
twelve and alxteen years old. They, 
with another boy named Kornett, were 
playing boll near what Ls known as Hie 
English slope, at the lower end of the 
town of Stellarton. Entrance to the 
slope was partly uncovered,. and their 
ball rolled in. All five entered the slope 
in search of it. After they had proceed¬ 
ed several feet one of the boys lighted 
a match, which ignited the gas in the 
mine, which has not been worked for 
several years. A terrific explosion re¬ 
sulted. and (he boys were hurled In all 
directions. Frew was hurled nearly 
four hundred feet. One of the Gunn 
boys was thrown over the lop of a grove 
of trees, some distance awuy, and both 
bodies were terribly mangled, death be¬ 
ing instantaneous. Patterson and the 
other Gunn lad were alive when found, 
but were so badly injured that they died 
in less than an hour. Young Kornell, 
who began to retreat up the slope when 
hb companions suggested lighting the 
match, escaped with his life, but sustain- 
ec a broken arm and severe bruises. The 
force of the explosion was felt through¬ 
out the town, and at first It was fear¬ 
ed that an explosion in one of the work¬ 
ing mines had occurred.

DIRTY AIR. 

The importance of ventilation and of 
a constant supply of fresh air in living- 
rooms and wherever man abidas, whe¬ 
ther sleeping or waking, has often been 
insisted upon in those articles. Without 
air lile is impossible, and unless that 
air be moderately pure, health cannot 
be maintained, although it is astonish¬ 
ing. and a proof of the wonderful adap¬ 
tation of living beings to (heir environ¬ 
ment. to note how great an amount of 
contamination of the air can be burns 
with seeming impunity. 

There are two forms of impurity m 
the air—gaseous and solid. The gusts, 
those resulting from exhalations Irom 
the lungs, and in city houses from the 
little unnoticed leaks from the gas-pipes 
and from defective plumbing, ere the 
most injurious. For the removal of 
these, free ventilation tlirough open 
windows and open fire-places ls most 
efficacious; but it 1s of tittle ser¬ 
vice in the removal of the other kind of 
Impurity, that is to say, the solid par¬ 
ticles of matter—dust—which are always 
floating in the^ak* of houses as well es 
in that of the streets. 

A beam of sunlight entering through 
a half-closed shutter makes visible this 
dust, and as one looks with startled eyes 
on the beam which lights up the floating 
particles, the wonder grows that the 
lungs are not made solid by this stream 
of dust flowing in with every breath. 
Fortunately the nose and the moist lin¬ 
ing of the air tubes are designed to tiller 
the air by arresting these purtlcl* < be¬ 
fore they can enter the delic t'.* air- 
tii«*‘“owrwMp'o(' North chamber* ol the lung*. Th«> • **«*

SUFFERED LITTLE DAMAGE. 

Most of the \Ye»tern Harvest Has Been 
Gathered. 

A Winnipeg despatch soys; The 
latest crop reporl issued by Ihe C.p.R.

1/ Basis Now Occupied by the Pacific 

I Ocean—Latest Ideas of Science ns to 
Conditions on Onr Satellite. 

Millions of years ago the earth was 
not the land bound, sea swept globe 
so familiar to us, but a liquid iuuus on 
which floated crust some thirty-five 
miles thick. At that period, says the 
Strand Magazine, It turned on its axis 
at a constantly Increasing speed thut 
I [ Anally shortened the day to three hours. 
r When that terrific velocity was ob¬ 
tained 6,000 cubic million miles of mut¬ 
ter were hurled off by tbo enormous 
centrifugal force, and our moon wus 
boru. The cleaving of so large a l>oUy 
must have left some scar on the earth's 
surface. It has accordingly been sug-! 
gested that the great basin now occu*! 
pled by the Puclfic ocean wus once j 
filled by what is now the moon. 
f Our inoou bus the distinction of be¬ 
ing the largest of all planetary sat¬ 
ellites—so large, Indeed, that to the; 
inhabitants of Mars It must appear j 
with the earth as u wonderfully beau J 
tiful twin plunet. 

| Hecause the moon rotutes on Its axis j 
In exactly tho same time that It re- 
volves around tho earth we are de«-' 
tlned to see little morn than one heml -1 
sphere. 8o slow is this rotation tlmt 1 
tho lunar day 1 h cquul to fifteen of our 
days. For half a month the moon Is 
exposed to the fierce beat of the sun; 
for half a month It spins through space 
In the densest gloom. 

Smaller In mass than the earth Is. 
the moon's attraction for bodies must 
bo correspondingly less. A good ter¬ 
restrial athlete could cover about 12b 
feet on the moon in a running broad 
jump, and leaping over a barn would 
be a very commonplace feat. A man 
In tho moon could carry six times as 
much and run six times as fast as he 
could on the earth. 

Although separated from us by a 
distance that at times readies 2."i.".b00 
miles and Is never less than 222.000 
miles, we know more of the physical 
formation of the single pallid face that 
tho moon ever turns toward us than 
wo* know of certain parts of Asia mid 
tlie heart of Africa. Powerful tele¬ 
scopes have brought our satellite with¬ 
in a distance of forty miles of the 
earth. Physicists have mathematically 
weighed it and lixed its mass at one- 
eighth of the earth, or 7o.000.000,000,* 
000 tons. 

Tlie moon presents aspects without 
any terrestrial parallel. Kent by fires 
long since dead, its honeycombed 
crust seems like u great globe of chill¬ 
ed slag. Craters are not uncommon on ; 
the earth,, but in number, size and 
structure they boar for the most part j 
little rcsembhjnee to tho-a? of ftie moon. \ 
A lunar crater is not the mouth of u 
volcano having a diameter of a few ; 
hundred feet, but a great circular plain 
twenty, fifty, even a hundred miles I 
in diameter, surrounded b.v a precipice ' 
rising to a height of 5,(100 or J0,000 
feet, with a central hill or two about 
half ns high. 

Water cannot possibly exist ns a , 
liquid, for tlie temperature of the j 
moon s surface during the long lunar J 
night is probably not far from -1(50 
degrees I*low the zero mark of a 
Fahrenheit thermometer, and the at¬ 
mospheric pressure is so low that a j 
gas under pressure would soKdify as j 
it escaped, lee and snow are the J 
forms, then, which lunar water must 
assume. # 


nioapuere that causes them to twinkle 
to our eyes. 

In tho lino of sight It Is impossible 
to qptlmate distances, for there is no 
such phenomenon as aerial perspec¬ 
tive. Objects nro seen only wheu the 
ruys of the sun strike them. 

At times there may bo observed 
spots which darken after sunrise mid 
gradually disappear toward sunset. 
They enuuot bo caused by shadows, 
for shadows would ho least visible 
when tho sun is directly overhead. 

They appear most quickly at the 
equator and Invade tho higher alti¬ 
tudes after a lapse of a few days. In 
the jmiar regions they have never been 
seen. What are they? Organic life 
resembling vegetation, answers Pro- 
feasor Pickering of Harvard unJvcr- 
sity. vegetation that flourishes luxuri¬ 
antly while tbo sun shines and withers 
at night. 

A single day. It may be urged. Is 
not sufficiently long for the develop¬ 
ment and decay of vegetation, hut six¬ 
teen fifrhrs on the moon Is little more 
than half nn hour on the earth; a day 
Inals half a mouth and may he regard¬ 
ed as a miniature season.

Attack of Vertigo. 

Dizziness, or vertigo-sdeutifle writ¬ 
ers sometimes try to distinguish In 
sense between these two words, but 
practically, in popular usage, they 
mean the same thing—is a disturbance 
of relation to the outside world, a loss 
of the sense of equilibrium. The sen¬ 
sation persists even when the eyes are 
closed. There 1s more or less inability 
to walk strulght or even to stand still, 
and often there is nausea, folio wed by 
vomiting. 

Vertigo Is duo to a disturbance, 
either actual or reflex, of the nervous 
“center of equilibrium” in the buck 
part of the brain or In the semicircu¬ 
lar canals In tho ear, in which tho ter¬ 
minations of the nerves coining from 
the center of equilibrium are distrib¬ 
uted. For the most part, vertigo is a 
reflex trouble due to somo Impression 
which gets shutited off its own route, 
as it were, through nerve libers con¬ 
necting with the cqulibrium center 
and acts upon tho semicircular canals 
of the ear. Thus it is that dizziness 
is a comparatively trivial affection, as 
n rule—disagreeable enough, but brief 
and of no groat significance except as 
a symptom of trouble elsewhere in the 
body. 

Persistently recurring, transient diz¬ 
ziness Is often duo to eye strain that 
Is to say, to errors in the formation of 
the eye not corrected by proper glasses. 
Wearers of spectacles can frequently 
tell when a change In tho eyes has oc¬ 
curred, necessitating u corresponding 
change In tho glasses, by the coming 
, l)a <* of those attacks of giddiness, es¬ 
pecially when the gaze is suddenly 
moved from a near object to u remote 
one or the reverse. 

Vertigo Is a common symptom of dis¬ 
orders of digestion seated either in the 
Btomuch or tho intestine. The treat¬ 
ment for tills form is, of course, to 
treat the indigestion or constipation. 

Another more serious variety of diz¬ 
ziness depends upon disease of the 
heart or of tho blood vessels, especially 
those of the brain. 

Any disease of the ear Is apt to be 
associated with moro or less vertigo. 
The same is true of tumor or other 
disease of the bruin, especially of tho 
cerebellum, that part of the brain in 
which tho center of equilibrium is situ¬ 
ated. 

Tho dizziness of Reasickuess, as well 
as that of swinging or of rapidly turn¬ 
ing about, is thought to In? caused by 
an irritation of the nerves in the semi¬ 
circular ctifin Is by the striking against 
them of the fluid in these canals.— 
Youth's Companion.

The primary knowledge of 
the tribes who were the pioneers and 
of every human being who has since 
made ids homo in the great American 
desert was complete as to the location, 
distribution and idosyncrasiee of tho 
water supply. 

Spring water is naturally more prized 
by the inhabitants of those desert soli¬ 
tudes than that from living streams, 
because it is always drinkable and al¬ 
ways at hand, while the watercourses, 
which for the greater part of the year 
are sinuous reaches of dry saud, furnish 
at flood a quickly disappearing Bupply

It Is small wonder then that the Pu¬ 
eblo Indians came to regard springs 
with special veneration; that they xvove 
around them myth and tradition and 
made them objects of religious worship. 
To one acquainted with the environ¬ 
ment and Its radical needs this seems 
to have been a natural, even though 
uncoiiKcious, generalization. Perhaps 
offering* to springs will not admit of 
such simple explanation. Perhaps tlio 
mystery of tho underground source of 
water welling up from unknown 
depths, Impressive always even to the 
observer who believes himself free from 
the trammels of superstition, has also 
had a powerful effect on tho mind of 
the Indian, lending, like many other 
natural phenomena, to an attitude of 
worship of unseen powers behind these 
masks.

TO THE PRODUCTION OF 
CHEESE AND BUTTER 

W« lit*v h a great deal from tiros to 
tltUB an to tI ih tjtct^tlty for wt-llsquii- 
ped factories aud cieHmtjrio* If Wt* are 
to insure cheese and butter of a high 
quulhy. The huI j *ct» of truiifqotia* 
tion and the grading of oheetu ih also 
noeiviDft more or less attention from 
dairymen, especially sule-mrn and 
dealer*. There is one point h iwsver 
which is very apt to bo over looked by 
many in their effort* to improve the 
quality of our chet-ee and butter. 
Would not much of the trouble uow 
experienced practically disappear if 
ali our producers took proper care of 
the raw material? It is sale to state 
that if milk were produced under 
cieanly conditions and proper cate 
taken of it until it reached tho place 
of manufacture, nine out of ten of the 
cases in which the product is now in¬ 
ferior would disappear. 

The Provincial Departu ent of 
Agriculture has iu conjunction with 
the Dairymen’s Associations curried 
on an agressive campaign of dairy in* 
structiou and the result* have bren 
gratifying. Tho Instructors have not, 
however, bteu able to giro much pei- 
soual attention to the producer with a 
view to inducing him to take prop-r 
care o( hisiniik. Many personal visits 
have bten made t y tho instructors, 
but at the host only a small percentage 
of tlie producers can be readied in this 
way. Leutiots have been gotten out 
setting forth the objects of instruction 
and giving instructions as to product* 
ion and care of milk. Those have 
been dibtiibuted to a limited extent: 
but the iinporunco of tho matter do* 
mauds that '.he attention of the p.o* 
ducer be called to the approved me¬ 
thods time and agaiu, until he pru- 
tice* tlie methods recommended. 

There i* no one point iu rountetiou 
with the production of cheese ami but¬ 
ter winch is morn worthy of attei.tiou. 
In fact if all milk were produced under 
proper conditions, aud cooled to 50 or 
liO degrees, or even 05 degrees, uml 
kept at that point until it reached the 
place of manufacture, much of th 
trouble which now results from tainted 
milk aud that in which tnu acid for¬ 
ming bacteria have hecoiflo active,

A NOBLE ENEMY. 

The Fate of Mokranf, a Moilrm Chief 
of Afrlra. 

France was never in greater danger 
of losing her colonies In Africa than 
during the war with (Germany in 1S70. 
The troops were recalled from Africa 
to take part in the conflict that was 
going on against France, and Algeria 
was left almost defenseless. 

The hour for which the conquered 
races had long vaulted had come, and 
If a holy war had been proclaimed It 
is probable that the French would have 
been driven from northern Africa. 

But the tribes did not rise while the 
French had their hands full ou the 
other side of the Mediterranean, and 
tho fact was duo to their fidelity to a 
solemn pledge. 

When the war broke out a chief of 
great Influence among the tribes, Mo 
kranl, gave his word to the governor 
general of Algeria that there should 
ho no Insurrection while tho war lasted 
That word was faithfully kept. Lisas 
ter after disaster followed the French 
arms. Tho defeats of the war eul 
minuted In tho surrender of Pari; 
But not a man of tho tribes of Kahylia 
stirred. Tho Moslem’s faith w:i 
plighted; tho Moslem’s faith was kept. 

When, however, tho last battle had 
been fought and tho treaty of pence 
signed, Mokraui, then released from 
his word, gave the governor general 
notice thut In forty-eight hours lie 
would declnro war.

Some 
men fainted in their plucefc, others were 
trampled to death, und all thut the citi¬ 
zen might be the first lu exchange his 
gold guinea for a piqce of paper thul 
represented nothing. 

HIGHEST WELFARE INEXPENSIVE. 

But the best antidote to the eviis of 
our time is the love of simplicity und 
the essentials of the life tliat is more 
than meal or raiment. This wise l^ing 
who prayed “Give me neither poverty 
nor riches” understood the importance 
of the golden mean, lie knew that too 
much rain of wealth and too much 
drought of poverty went ulike injurious 
to the fruits of the suui. lie knew ttial 
God hud ordained that the swelest 
pleasures should be within easy reach 
of the*shortest hand. 

On architecture we huve all learned 
to eschew ornament. The Corinthian cap¬ 
ital has just enough leaves, the Ionic 
column hus very simple lines. In liter¬ 
ature we know thut nothing destroys 
Hie ornatlon of the hook like verbosity. 
Every June bride knows enough to wear 
Dne color—while—and one spray of 
blossoms on the bosom. The physicians 
tell us that walking is for more* health- 
fill than riding, and we need no physi¬ 
cian lu tell us thut it is less expensive. 

When the poor boy is making his for¬ 
tune tie does not realize tliat his 
strength, his energy and his happiness 
are largely due to his plain living. 
Grown rich, lie eats eight or ten courses, 
with two or three kinds of wine. That

In life's feast Nature 
stamps the last eight courses of the rich 
man’s dinner with these words, “At the 
owner’s risk. All responsibility dis- 
claimed.” % 

HAPPINESS AND CULTURE. 

That the highest happiness is Inex¬ 
pensive is seen also in The fact that 
* man’s chief pleasure comes from mental 
culture. Upon reflection, we all discover 
that our happiest moments, day by day, 
are those when we are conscious that 
we have grown In manhood or woman¬ 
hood through the companionship of great 
books and conversation with wise 
friends. Nothing exhilarates like a gol¬ 
den hour of personal growth. VVliut a 
glow pervades the mind when one ap¬ 
proaches I tie lust pages of an inspiring 
story, poem or oration! The pleasure 
is not fiery, nor consuming. It is a 
gentle pleasure, like that experienced 
when we listen to high music, or look 
ut a rich sunset, or behold a mountain 
side golden witti autumnal splendor, -ft 
need not be college culture, for ttie time 
‘s gone forever when culture is limited 
to colleges. % 

The aerial highway is for all, poor 
and weuk. bond and five, high and low, 
alike.

This 
volume was compiled by Mr. Edwin 
Harper, statistical officer of the London 
County Council. 

It tells everything that can be told 
in statistics of the administrative Coun¬ 
ty of London, and ttie public service 
curried on therein during the past year. 

The County of London embraces au 
area of 75.442 acres; it has a population 
of more than 4% millions; its parlia¬ 
mentary electors number 621,180, and 
its borougli electors 715,751. Greater 
London has a population of 7,113,560. 

The vital statistics for the country 
gives the following yearly return of 
marriages, births, and deaths:—

THEY ARE THE QUEENS MOST 
CONSTANT COMPANIONS. 

Du lie# Are Not Arduous, Her Majesty 
Being a Mott Considerate 
Mistress. 

The most coveted position amongst 
gentlewomen in the kingdom is that of 
Mald-of-Honor to Queen Alexandra. At 
the moment, four ladies hold this hon¬ 
orable position. Wherever the Queen 
goes—to Stale function, ball, theatre, 
party, at home or abroad—at least one 
Maid will be in constant attendance up¬ 
on her. Yet, though so much sought 
after, the post is no sinecure. It re¬ 
quire* a particularly talented lady to 
fulfil all the Queen's requirements, says 
Pearson's Weekly. 

That they must be daughters of aris¬ 
tocrats is, of course, essential—usually 
ttiey *are daughters or grand-daughtera 
of peers—but, failing their right to u 
title, or precedence by birth, they are al¬ 
lowed the prefix of Honorable immedi¬ 
ately upon appointment to office. 

A Muid-of-Honor’s day commences 
immediately after the Queen has break- 
fasted. Though her Mujesty's privute 
secretary will see to the bulk of the cor 
respondents the mornings post has 
brought, there will still remain many 
letters of a more or less confidential and 
private nature, which the Queen will an¬ 
swer personally, through one of her 
I.adles-in-Waiting. That alone requires 
a Maid-uf-Hunor to be un accomplished 
linguist, for almost daily Queen Alex¬ 
andra receives communications from her 
numerous relatives in different parts of 
Europe. 

Immediately this is over, and If the 
weather be fine, the Queen, who spends 
u good deal of her time In the open air, 
especially when staying at Sandringham 
and Windsor, will order her carriage 
•for 

A LENGTHY DRIVE. 

A Maid-of-Honor always accompanies 
her Majesty; while on those rare occas¬ 
ions when the Queen goes out on horse¬ 
back, one of tier laclies, similarly 
mounted, rides with her. 

To the management of horses will be 
added the care of the sick and the poor. 
For it is on such occasions that the 
Queen pulls up before some of the cot 
tages of her villagers, and sends her 
Maid-of-Honor to inquire as, to the health 
and prosperity of the inmates. 

Buck to luncheon, there is usually 
some function at which the Queen, and, 
of course, one or more of tier Maids-of- 
Honor, must attend. If a King or Queen, 
or anyone of princely rank, is visiting 
King Edw f ard. the Maids-of-Honor must 
be present with the Queen, to greet them 
on arrival. During the season, when 
Drawing Rooms are held, the Maids 
take part in the Royal procession to the 
Throne Room, and are in attendance 
upon her Majesty throughout the cere¬ 
mony. At State concerts they sit Im¬ 
mediately behind the Queen and her 
daughters. At State balls they are al¬ 
ways close at hand to adjust the Queen's 
cloak or wrap, or to take tier fan or 
fiowers from her. 

There is no ceremony, indeed, not 
even of a semi-oflieiul nature, such, for 
instance, os ttie presentation of medals 
by the King to soldiers returned from 
service abroad, or ttie

SEARCH FOR PIRATES HOARD. 

Ship Filled Out to Locate Buried 
, Treasure. 

William H. Small, of Liverpool, the 
owner and master of the ketch Catharine 
which tins been fitted for u voyage to 
the Caribbean Seu in search of treasure, 
and which Is under detention by the 
Customs authorities at Douglas, isle of 
Wigtit, because of luck of ship's papers, 
has made an interesting stulenient re¬ 
garding Ids intentions.

Many Uave Resolved to Become Total 
Abstainers, 

What the Germans cull a “Bierkrieg” 
(beer war) has broken out in lurge dis¬ 
tricts in the country, and threatens to 
spread over Hie entire Fatherland. 

Last session the Reichstag voted ad¬ 
ditional dulies on beer. The imposi¬ 
tion was most unpopular, and was re¬ 
sisted to the utmost by a large ma¬ 
jority of the House, the members w;l 
knowing that Hie consumers would hwv-* 
to pay it rattier than Ihe bi?wdfefe 
Roughly, this extra duly umounte40*? 
about 3 marks per hectolitre. What 
was foreseen lias come to pass. The 
brewers have ruised their prices on an 
average about 5 marks. Bills making ex- 
tru a clear profit of 2 marks per 1.0UU 
littres, and the publicans now want lo 
charge 5 pfennigs per glass extra, which 
makes an addition of uboul 100 marksji 
on 1.0O0 litres, or twenty times as muoifl 
a> they pay the breweries. v 

For Hie present the fight is largel 
confined to the brewers and publicans. 
The‘brewers have formed a ring into 
which they are striving to squeeze Ihe 
entire trade. In u number of import¬ 
ant towns like Leipzic. Halle, Erfurt. 
Cassel. Hanover and Frankfurt Hie war 
rages merrily. 

The conflagration will undoubtedly 
spread to Berlin, and people by the 
thousand are making rash promises to 
abstain wholly from beer rather than 
pay the enhanced prices. The market 
value, both of breweries and public 
houses, lias risen since ttie increase of 
excise duty passed by Hie Reichsfllg.

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SOME DAINTY DISHES. 

Southern Wafflles.—To one pint of 
flour add a leaspoonful of salt, and one 
pint of buttermilk or sour milk, In which 
a level teaspoonful of soda has been die- 
solved. Beat well, and cook la a hot, 
greased Iron. This is a very simple re¬ 
cipe, as you will note, but is more sat¬ 
isfactory than many which I tried while 
living in the north, containing eggs and 
butter, and milk and baking powder, tt 
all depends on the heat of the iron and 
the consistency of the batter, which 
must be like that used for griddle cakes, 
whether or not tliey are crisp and ten¬ 
der. 

To Can Tomatoes.—Pour boiling water 
over the tomatoes to losen the skin. Re¬ 
move these; drain offall the juice that 
will come away without pressing hard; 
put them into a kettle and heat slowly 
to a boil. Your tomatoes will look 
much nicer if you remove all the hal'd 
parts before putting them on the lire, 
and rub the pulp soft with your hands. 
Boil ten minutes, dip out the surplus 
fluid, pour the tomatoes, boiling hot, 
into the cans, and seal. Keep in a cool 
dark place. 

Creamed Cucumber Sauce.—Pare and 
mince with a keen knife two cucumbers 
o' fair size. Drain off the liquid with¬ 
out pressing it, letting it drip for two 
minutes. Have ready a chilled bowl, 
rubbed with a clove of garlic. Put the 
mince into it, season with white pepper, 
sail, u leaspoonful of onion juice, and a 
tablespoonful of lemon juice. Mix light¬ 
ly into it with a silver fork a cupful of 
whipped cream, into which hus been 
beaten a pinch of soda. Serve very 
cold with fish. 

Baked Tomatoes a la Creole.—Pare 
large ripe tomatoes, slice and lay them 
in order in a bake-dish, alternating 
with minced green sweet peppers. Dot 
each layer with bits of butter; season 
with salt and a dash of sugar to soften 
the acid of the tomatoes. Stew fine 
crumbs over all, and bake, covered, 
fifteen minutes; then brown. 

Hashed Cold Potatoes.—Chop cold 
boiled potatoes, season with salt, pep¬ 
per, and onion juice. Have two table¬ 
spoonfuls of good dripping, hissing hot. 
in a frying pun; put in the potatoes and 
pat smooth. Cook slowly, turning the 
frying pan occasionally, that they may 
brown evenly on Ihe bottom. In about 
twenty minutes they should be nicely 
colored and crusted into a thick sheet. 
Reverse carefully upon a hot platter. 

White Soup.—Take six potatoes, four 
onions, four ounces of crushed tupioca, 
one and a half pints of milk, butter, 
pepper, and salt. This makes two 
quarts. Cut up the potatoes and onions, 
put them into two quarts of boiling 
water, boll for three-quarters of an hour, 
rub the vegetables through a sieve. 
Put back the smooth paste into the 
same water, add butter, pepper, and 
suit to taste. Then boil the four ounces 
of lapoca for fifteen minutes in Ihe 
soup. Add the milk when fully heated 
through; a little sweet marjoram with 
& dash of nutmeg should be put in. The 
best kind of clam soup Is made from 
this recipe by adding twenty-five chop¬ 
ped clams instead of tapioca; the nut¬ 
meg may also be omitted if preferred. 
Always allow plenty of time for prepar¬ 
ing fish; it is one of the most delicate 
edibles lhat come lo our tuble. l.et 
it be cleaned with the most scrupulous 
nicety,,for nothing can more effectually 
destroy the appetite or disgrace a cook 
than to have il come to the table imper¬ 
fectly cleansed. 

Little Frosted Cakes.—Many house¬ 
keepers like small cakes to serve with 
ices. A good plan is lo make an ordin¬ 
ary sponge-cake, bake il in a IliinUay- 
ci in a bisc.uit*tin, cut it while warm 
. into fancy shapes, and ice these with 
I either boiled frosting or one more ous- 


round with hay, and then fill with cold 
water. Put the p&n on the fire, and 
tiring it alowly to boliing-polnU then 
remove from the fire, and stand aside 
until cold.

HARVESTING SOY BEANS. 

The method of harveiting »oy bear* 
will depend on tbe uee that In lo bj 
made of them. When grazed down by 
sheep or cattle, it ia airaply a matter of 
turning In the animals. But cattle waste 
much of the crop, hence, if grazed down 
by this class of atock, the animaU 
should be removed when they have sat¬ 
isfied their needs. Swine and .sheep 
may be given access to the crop at will 
wtien the season for grazing has ar¬ 
rived* Of course, with swine, lhat sea¬ 
son is not until the crop is practically 

m Varioug methods of harvesting the 
ciod have been practiced, as for in¬ 
stance, cutting with the field mower, 
self-rake reaper, the binder, the corn 
harvester and the bean harvester. \V Inch 
of these modes will answer best will 
deoend largely upon, the way In which 
the crop is grown, and the exact use 
that is to be made of it. The mower is 
test suited to harvesting a crop broad¬ 
cast and to be cut for hay. The jell- 
mke reaper can best be used in cutting 
the crop for hay, for soiling, for silage 
or for seed. The binder is best adap¬ 
ted to harvesting the silo crop or the 
seed crop, but can only be used satis¬ 
factorily in harvesting tall growing 
varieties. The com harvester can best 
be used when Ihe beans are grown in 
the line of the row with corn for si luge, 
hut may also be used in harvesting lull 
growing varieties grown in rows without 
admixture. The bean harvester is only 
used when harvesting the crop for seed, 
and is exceptionally well udupled to 
harvesting the small varieties. 

The cutting of the crop for soiling 
may begin at the season of early bloom 
and continue until it approaches ma 
Unity. For soiling it is prububly at it: 
best when the pods are forming. Foi 
silage the crop may be harvested an) 
time from full bloom to early maturity, 
but cutting toward the latter stuge il 
preferable, since more gruin is then fur* 
nished and the greater woodiness of tin 
stems is less objectionable when fed ni 
siluge than when fed as soiling food. Fo» 
hay, the crop should be cut when in ful: 
bloom or probably a little luter. bu 
assuredly before the leuves begin to fall 

Sov blfcn hay is not easily cured. I 
the plants are much exposed to the sui 
after being cut, many of the leuves wil 
be lost und the stems do not readilj 
lose their moisture. Much handling il 
the curing is also attended with mucl 
loss of leaves. The aim should be t< 
cut when free from dew. to rake whei 
sufficiently wilted after the tedder when 
one has been used, and lo put up n 
small cocks narrow and high until ci^r 
ed. In these it is usually necessary to k* 
the plants remain for several days, Tin 
crop is not nearly so easily dumaged 
by rain as cowpeas. The average yield 
'of cured hay is about two tons per acre. 

As the stalks yield up their moisture 
\ery slowly, there should be no haste 
in storing or the mass may heat and 
spoil. This may be prevented by stor¬ 
ing the bean hay and some kind of ce¬ 
real straw in alternate layers. This 
will also improve the pulatlbility of the 
straw. The hay when well cured has 
a high feeding value. 

The crop may be threshed with the 
flail, with the bean thresher or with the 
grain separator. The bean thresher 
does the work well, but is slow. The 
grain separator when used calls for a 
readjustment of the concaves und of the 
teeth of the cylinder, to prevent break¬ 
ing l he crop. On good land^the yield is 
fully 20 bushels per acre/ ihe beans 
must not be put in deep bins or they 
will heat and spoil.

A good l )lan ,s 10 make un ordin- 
nry sponge-cake, bake it in a IhiULluy- 
oi in a biscuit-tin, cut it while warm 
Into fancy shapes, and Ire these with 
either boiled frosting or one more eas¬ 
ily made with confectioners’ sugar. 
These can be .so decorated as to sug¬ 
gest tliut they are all quite different 
cakes. 

Fancy Icings—For boiled frosting, 
cook a cup of sugar with a third of a 
cup of water, without stirring, until it 
forms a thread. Beal one large egg- 
white stiff, add a pinch of cream of tar¬ 
tar, and slowly pour the syrup, a few 
drops at a lime, inlo the egg: flavor, and 
beat until cool enough to spread; use 
immediately. 

Confectioners’ sugar makes icing more 
simply, and is better for summer use, 
to make it, tnix one cup of sugar with 
the unbeaten white of an egg, and ci¬ 
ther one tablespoonful of water or as 
much fruit juice—orange, lemon, cur¬ 
rant. etc. To make fancy cakes, some 
rounds may be dipped in this Icing, 
and when cooled on buttered paper half 
a candied cherry may bo put on some, 
half « blanched almond on others, and 
u pistaeho nut on still others. Almonds 
nmv be chopped and sprinkled on Ihe 
icing; or a little melted chocolate may 
be stirred in willi the egg. Fancy col¬ 
ored icings may be made by using fruit 
paste in small quantities. With u vio¬ 
let icing a candied violet may be put 
on top of the cake; with rose color a bit of 
candied rose petal; with green, a pistach¬ 
io nut. Of course the flowers must cor¬ 
respond with the decorations. 

Cotfee icing is very nice, and so is 
maple. The first is made by merely 
lining a little very black coffee instead 
of water when the sugar is mixed: tlie 
other is maple syrup boiled und stirred 
into a beaten egg white. 

HINTS FOR THE: HOME. 

A thin knitting needle is better* than 
a fork for testing vegetables in cooking, 
as it leaves scurrely uny mark. 

Apples are excellent fooJ for us all, 
especially brain workers, und so every¬ 
body who bus much intellectual work 
lo do should eat freely of this fruit. 

When making Jelly with fresh fruit, 
the juice should always be allowed lo 
drip into china or glass vessels. If u tin 
one be used the color of the jelly is 
spoiled. 

To keep cheese from becoming mouldy 
w rap the cheese in a cloth tliut lias been 
dipped in vinegar and wrung as dry as 
possible: keep this in u cool place. 

In giving milk to children always use 
either glu^s of china vessels, not metal¬ 
lic cups of any sort. The greatest clean¬ 
liness must be observed in their man¬ 
agement. rinsing all used glasses, first 
in cold und then in warm water. 

When ironing the best thing with 

f hich to nib the irons is a fairly large 
ad of folded brown paper. This will 
also serve to test their heut. Besides 
this a cloth should be kept at hand on 
which to wipe off any flakes of soot or 
dirt. A small piece of wax is excellent 
for producing a gloss when rubbed on 
the iron, and paraffin has the sume ef¬ 
fect also. 

Kerosene for Woodwork.—When wash¬ 
ing woodwork, if kerosene is put in the 
water insteud of soap, fly specks and 
grease will come off quicker and easier. 
A good quality of kerosene cleans win- 
cows and mirrors best, but a poor qua¬ 
lity, or oil with dregs in it. leaves the 
glass streaked. Soap must not be used 
with kerosene for glass. 

Use of Knitting-Needle.—Keep a knit¬ 
ting-needle fu your kitchen; it is most 
useful. It is Ihe best thing to test cakes 
with, also for trying potatoes. It 
should also be used for beets, which 
lose-their sweetness . if pierced to the 
bleeding stage with a fork. To test milk 
it is also of use. Dip it in a jug of milk, 
und take it out in an upright position. 
If the milk is pure some of the fluid will 
remain on the needle; if adullcrated with 
water no milk will slick to it. 

New Glass.—When you buy new tum¬ 
blers. wine-glasses, dA-anter.s, etc., you 
should never use them until you have 
“toughened” them as follows: Place the 
tumblers, etc., in a large pan, pack them

THRIFTY ITALIANS. 

Their Bank Savings Estimated at 
81.000.000.600. 

It is figured the total savings of the 
people in Italy now represent not less 
than one thousand million dollars, 
since the year 1822 there have been 
founded in Italy 222 savings bunks, of 
which 181 ure stilt in existence. There 
are two kinds. The first, especially 
numerous in Tuscany and in the Roman 
provinces, are generally incorporated 
as stock companies, and wholly inde¬ 
pendent from other institutions, whilo 
the others, very common in the north¬ 
ern districts, are generally founded by 
and dependent upon Government 
authorities. In the southern provinces 
most of the savings banks were origin¬ 
ally loan institutions on grain, depend¬ 
ing upon their respective communes. 
Sotnewhat of a similar nature are a few 
savings hanks established b) provin¬ 
cial councils und some by lubor unions.

PASTURING MEADOWS. 

A common practice among farmers of 
the present day, and more so the eastern 
farmer, is lo pasture the meadows as 
soon as the hay crop Is cut off. writes 
Mr. P. Wiley. It is an old practice and 
p bad one. It has been practised 'or 
generations, but not to such an extent 
ns at present. To turn stock immedi¬ 
ately upon the meadow- is u sura ruin¬ 
ation of next year’s crop of hay and re¬ 
lieves the farmer but little in the long 
run. In July and August pasture gets 
short, especially in a dry year and lo 
see the green grass growing is indeed u 
great temptation. On very rich soil I do 
not say that It is not proper to pasture, 
providing that the young shoots are 
given a chance first to gain size and 
luxuriant growth. 

Every farmer should sow plenty of 
fodder corn in early spring and sum¬ 
mer so it can be fed during the short¬ 
age of pasture. In a great many .sec¬ 
tions, no doubt, farmers have learned 
from experience the folly of early pas¬ 
turing of meadows. I believe it perfectly 
light to allow stock to graze on mowed 
meadows not earlier than September 1, 
providing it is not carried to extremes, 
f have observed in a great many in¬ 
stances when winter set in that the 
ground would be gnawed as smooth ns 
a house floor. '1 his leaves the young 
plant roots unprotected and the dam¬ 
age done is extensive. 

1 have a number of neighbors, success¬ 
ful in a way, whose first act ufter re¬ 
moving the hay is to turn in every head 
of live stock they have. Experience 
has shown this is very unprofitable. My 
method is to allow the stock to pasture 
the. grass for moderately short inter¬ 
vals at a time. In this way there is 
sulllcient top left to insure winter pro¬ 
tection to the roots, some soil rebuild¬ 
ing and u big hay crop the succeeding 
year.

CLOUD-SHOOTING. 

“Cloud-shooting” is becoming a regu¬ 
lar form of artillery pruclice in muny 
Continental countries. The object of this 
utmospheric gunnery is to dispel 
threatened hailstorms. The most rec¬ 
ent form of gun is a funnel-shaped bar¬ 
rel of iron with a broad muzzle, so thut 
the discharge shall be dislnbuted over 
a - large a space as possible.

In a 
thousand papers circulating in every 
part of the globe he offered the stupend¬ 
ous reward of $1,000,000 to anyone who 
would restore his sight. From every 
point of the compass there poured in

from quacks, fanatics, and faith-healers 
—the whole tribe of medical Impostors 
—who promised to cure him if he would 
but give their nostrums and methods a 
fair trial. These applications were care¬ 
fully weeded out, and Mr. Rouss decid¬ 
ed to give a few of the more promising 
of them a trial. For this purpose he en¬ 
gaged the services of another blind man, 
similarly afflicted, and for $7.50 a week 
Jus proxy underwent one treatment af¬ 
ter another—but all to>no purpose. Then 
,end only then, Mr. Rouss resigned him¬ 
self to spend his remaining days in 
jorkness, finding what solace he could 
‘;om the wealth he had amassed. 

dr. Charles Broadway Rouss, whose 
millions proved thus powerless to restore 
hi nim the gift of sight, the heritage of 
thercoorest, has had a strangely adven¬ 
turous career.

These, the 
middle aged man. as a hoy. did not 
even dream of. Going hack lo the time, 
when ihe man. now 45. was five, we will j 
find that he and all the rest of mankind 
lived vct\ satisfactorily without tele¬ 
phone*;. Scarcely a IioUm* of any cuii- 
siderabie size would now be deemed 
habitable w ithout one.

i. quisitioh. If great haste was not re¬ 
quisite. a letter sufficed. * 

The expedition with which business 
is now transacted was obviously impos¬ 
sible without the telephone, although 
ether inventions, then equally unknown, 
contribute much to Ihe hurry of to-day.

FIRE IS ESSENTIAL TO HUMANITY. 

What It Means to the Aborigines of 
Australia. 

The invention of fire was a great step 
in Ihe progress of the human race, und 
it is not strange that so many uncivil¬ 
ized peoples have' superstitious notions 
connected with it. When the Australian 
aborigines camp for the night n fire is 
lighted in front of eocli hut—the huts 
being made of boughs, with the open¬ 
ings carefully turned away from the 
wind—so that the feet of those who are 
sleeping within muy be kept warm. 

If nil" of their relatives bus lately di"d 
an additional and solitary fire is light¬ 
ed at n little distance from the huts, 
where the ghost of the deceased may 
sit and warm himself without disturb¬ 
ing the family hearth. 

This same love of warmth creates an 
aversion to early rising, and natives are 
seldom seen abroad until the sun has 
been out one or two hours above the 
horizon. In wet weather it is usual lo 
carry in the hand, beneath the kangaroo 
skin, a piece of smouldering wood^whirh 
compensates the bearer In some soft for 
the want of a flannel waistcoat, and 
enables him to light a fire at a moment's 
notice. 

Euch tribe possesses a territory of. its 
own, and each family of the tribe bus 
its own special tract of land within 
that territory. Here a man can light 
his fire ond build his hut without fear 
of molestution. It is, in fact, vliis pa¬ 
ternal estate, so that the word “fire” 
conveys to an Australian the same mean¬ 
ing of fatherlond or birth-place as the 
word “hearth” conveys to a European, 
and is used by the aborigines in that 
sense.

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THE SPONGE FISHER. 

Description of the Skill and Exertion 
Needed. 

Lying on his chest along Ihe i<»als 
dock, the sponge-lisher, with his wuier* 
glass—u pane set in a box filled wilh 
handles—looks down forty fet-l mlo Ihe 
clear depths. With one hand he grasps 
and sinks a slender pol<*. sometimes fifty 
feet in length, fitted at the end with a 
double hook. The sponge once dis¬ 
covered, the hook Is deftly inserted at 
the rocky base, and by a sudden jerk 
the sponge is detached. 

This curt description of v.hat seems 
the simple work of sponge-fishing gives 
no Idea of the real skill and exertion 
needed. The eye of the fisher has to be 
trained by long experience to peer into 
the sea and tell the commercially val¬ 
uable sponges from those that ore worth¬ 
less. He must have a deft hand to de¬ 
tach the sponge without a tear. 

Above oil, while doing this with one 
hand, In- must manipulate with the 
other the water-glass, us the waves sway 
it sideways und up ond down. The 
strain on eye and body is most intense, 
lo say nothing of the cramped position 
und exposure lo Avind and wet, which, 
first and last, make every sponge-fisher 
u victim of acute rheumatism. Yet, with 
all his arduous toil, on expert sponge- 
fisher earns not more than $15 a month 
besides his “keep” on the bool, which 
barely deserves the name of existence.

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MYSTERY OF THE SEA. 

Swedish Scientists Investigate Phenom¬ 
ena of Dead Water. 

One of the most curious marine phe* 
nomena known to seamen is that culled 
by Norwegian sailors “dead water,” 
which, without any visible cause, makes 
a vessel lose her speed and refuse to 
answer her helm. The sailor’s only 
definite knowledge of its origin, says 
the .Scotsman, is that it exists solely 
jvhere there is a surface layer of fresh 
water resting upon the salt waters of 
the sea. Several explanations have been 
advanced by the ca^taias of ships of the 
effect of dead water, the commonest of 
which is that the two water layers move 
in different directions. The true expla¬ 
nation, however, was recently found by 
Swedish investigator. At least so it 
would seem from what follows. 

The experiment carried out ^ an ex¬ 
ceedingly pretty one. A large plate- 
glass tank was first mounted on a 
wooden frame. The tank was then 
filled to a certain depth with salt wa¬ 
ter. and a layer of fresh water was care¬ 
fully poured on to the surface, so that 
two separate water layers were ob¬ 
tained. The salt water was blackened 
with liquid Chinese ink before the wa¬ 
ter layers were prepared, and in this 
way the different layers were made 
clearly visible. A boat model was then 
towed along the tank, and a silhouette 
of the waves produced was obtained by 
placing a white screen at a short dis¬ 
tance behind the tank. The waves were 
also photographed by flashlight, and the 
results showed conclusively that waves 
actually were set up at the boundary 
line between the two liquids. 

Further experiments were made to 
verify the sudden loss of speed due to 
dead" water. The boat model was drawn 
across the tank, and the towing string 
suddenly slackened when the boat was 
about half way across. In cases where 
the tank contained salt water only the 
boat stopped gradually, moving some 
boat lengths after the towing string 
had been slackened. When the tank 
contained a layer of fresh water resting 
on salt water, on the other hand, the 
boat .slackened speed quite suddenly, 
and moved only a very short distance. 
These experiments, carried out on a 
small scale, prove conclusively that the 
difficulties encountered within a dead- 
water zone are really due to the resis¬ 
tance experienced by the vessel in 8 en * 
erating invisible waves at the fresh 
water-salt water boundary; although in 
some particular cases the influence of 
under currents must also, doubtless, be 
taken into acount. 


THE BLIND MAN’S CLEVERNESS. 

Exercise of the Ear Enables Him to Al¬ 
most See. 

The blind man has to depend almost 
entirely on the accuracy of his ears to 
guide him wherever he may wish to go, 
and it is remarkable in what a short 
time he becomes familiar witli Q new 
locality and fresh surroundings. 

Few people are aware of Ihe powers 
of the ear, but the blind, through con- 
slant exercise of thut organ, are able 
to discover objects almost us rapidly as 
u seeing person. 

For instance, when walking iiv a per¬ 
fect calm, he cun ascertuin the proxi¬ 
mity of objects by the feeling of the at¬ 
mosphere upon his face; it would seem 
ut first that the echo back, were It only 
from his breathing, might be sensible 
tc nis ear; but it has been ascertained 
by experiment that a blind man with 
his ears stopped con tell when uny large 
object is close to his face, even when it 
approaches so slowly us not lo cause 
unv sensible current of uir. 

When lie is walking along the street 
he can tell whether it is wide or narrow 
whether the houses are high or low. if 
any opening which he may be passing 
is *u court closed up ut the end. or whe¬ 
ther it has an outlet to another street; 
and he can tell by the sound of liis foot¬ 
steps in what lane, or court, or square 
h.» i*

As it comes out, steam under high pres¬ 
sure is blown through it. which bus the 
effect, of ut once converting it into soft, 
fleecy clouds, which sink to Hie ground 
in accordance with IhPir weight, and 
thus offers n natural and simple method 
of differentiating the various qualities 
of the article.

BUYING BIRDS TO FREE THEM. 

Birds are often purchased in the bird- 
market at Lucknow. India, in order to 
b» set free again. This is done by Hin¬ 
doos us n work of merit, and by Moham¬ 
medans after certain rites have been 
performed as an atonement, in imita¬ 
tion of I he Jewish scapegout. It is es¬ 
sential ttiat a bird used for this purpose 
should he strong enough to fly away; 
hut ttiat does not induce the cruel deal¬ 
ers to feed the birds, or to refrain from 
dislocating their wings or breaking 
their legs. They put down everything 
to good or bad luck, and leave the cus¬ 
tomer to choose n strong bird, if he 
can find one, and to go away if he can¬ 
not. The merit obtained by setting a 
lard free is not attributed to Deity, but 
i* is supposed lo come in a large mea¬ 
sure from the bird itself or from its at¬ 
tendant spirit; and hence birds of good 
or had omen, und especially kites and 
crows, are in much deiuund. and are 
regularly caught to be sold for this pur¬ 
pose.

It is also notable on account 
of the fanciful style of its houses, and 
yards, and gardens, and .streets. 

The people, though only peasants, are 
all well lo do, and all feel a pride in 
their tow-n. it seems tu be the first busi¬ 
ness of their lives to keep their houses 
freshly painted, their gardens in perfect 
order, and their yards and streets as 
clean as a new pin. No curls are allow- 
eu in the streets, and no cattle. 

Though the raising of stock and the 
making of butter and cheese ore their 
occupations, a stranger would never im¬ 
agine that, there were any cattle in the 
region, unless he went to the beautiful 
green meadows at the back of the hous¬ 
es. or the stables out there, where cows 
ure kept in stalls scrubbed and washed 
like a kitchen. 

The. streets nre too fine and neat for 
the feet of the animals to step on; all 
are paved with polished stone, inter¬ 
mingled with bricks of different colors, 
and kept su scrupulously clean that a 
lady could walk anywhere in white sat¬ 
in slippers.
